Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file has a posed photograph of a young woman standing side-on to the 
camera. Her upper torso is bare and one breast and prominent nipple are the focus of the image. 
The effect is mildly sexual. However, an image of breasts is not, per se, objectionable. Children 
and young persons are not likely to be shocked or disturbed by an image of a woman's breast or 
to automatically associate the image with sexual activity. As a result, there is unlikely to be any 
injury to the public good associated with the exposure of children and younger teenagers to the 
image. While some teenagers and adults may be titillated by an image of a naked breast this does 
not constitute an injury to the public good. A restriction on the availability of the image is 
therefore unnecessary. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication does not 
interfere with the freedom of expression as outlined in sl4 of the Bill of Rights.
